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DETAILED ACTION 

1. This is in response to the amendments filed on October 21 st , 2008. Claims 1-4, 7-11, 13- 
16 and 19-20 are pending and have been considered below. 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

2. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on October 21 st , 2008 has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

4. Claims 1-4, 7-11, 13-16 and 19-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled 
in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the 
claimed invention. The Examiner respectfully submits that the newly introduced features, such 
as "not permitting access to any other attribute " and the like, do no appear to be clearly 
supported in the originally filed disclosure. The Applicant is kindly requested to cite where 
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support for such limitations may be found and/or how the original disclosure may be interpreted 
to provide such support. 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claims 1-4, 7-11, 13-16 and 19-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, 
as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

7. Claim 1 and 8 recite the limitation "the data object type" throughout the claims. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. The Examiner notes that there 
appears to be at least a data object type associated with a data object and another data object type 
to which the permission object applies. 

8. Claim 13 recites the limitation "the multiple attributes" throughout the claim. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. The Examiner notes that there 
appears to be at least a data object type having multiple attributes and another instance of 
multiple attributes that are the same as the multiple attributes of a data object type. 

9. Claim 13 recites the limitation "the attribute" in line 20. There is insufficient antecedent 
basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §101 

10. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter, or 
any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and 
requirements of this title. 
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Claims 1-7, 13-16, 19 and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. Claims 1-7 and 20 encompass a computer-readable 
medium, which based on the instant claim language, appear to merely comprise of one or more 
code segments, thus are drawn to software per se. Claims 13-16 and 19 encompass a computer 
system, which appears to comprise of various software modules, thus is also drawn to software 
per se. Software is not a series of steps or acts and this is not a process. Software is not a 
physical article or object and as such is not a machine or manufacture. Software is not a 
combination of substances and therefore not a compilation of matter. Thus, software by itself 
does not fall within any of the four categories of invention. Therefore, Claims 1 -7, 13-16, 19 and 
20 are not statutory. 

The Examiner respectfully submits that, the code segments and/or software modules do 
not appear to be explicitly stored on a memory and/or executed by a processor or the like. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
11. Claims 1-4, 7-11, 13-16 and 19-20 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to 
overcome the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph and/or 35 U.S.C. 101, set forth in 
this Office action.
